T HE Council’s 
licensing sub- 
committee has said 
no to an application from 
Satchmo’s on Stoke 
Newington Road for a sex 
encounter establishment 
licence. 

The application for the 
licence which would cover 
stripping and pole dancing, 
was heard at a meeting on 
6 May. A record 525 
written objections were 


received by the council and 
around 100 people 
attended the hearing. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, offered support 
to local residents during 
their campaign and said: 

“I very much supported 
the residents’ campaign to 
keep places like this away 
from where they live. The 
law allows for the 
establishment of these 
kinds of venues but Stoke 
Newington Road is not an 
acceptable place for them. 

I am delighted the 
licensing committee 
agreed.”

consideration include the 
proximity of the proposed 
sex establishment to 
residential properties, 
schools and places of 
worship. 

Objections received 
from residents, the police, 
fire service, local 
councillors and relevant 
council services are also 
judged against the 
council’s licensing criteria 
and Local Government 
legislation. 

Following a careful 
review of Satchmo’s 
application, as well as the 
nature and volume of 


objections, the licensing 
committee agreed with 
residents that the area was 
unsuitable for a sex 
encounter licensed venue. 

The decision was based 
on the fact the area is 
densely populated with 
residents and it is close to 
other premises providing 
community and religious 
based activities. It was also 
noted that the application 
lacked the appropriate 
planning permission. 

Campaigners expressed 
relief that the application 
was turned down.

HACKNEY voted with its feet on 1 May with 
one of the biggest election turnouts in years. 

The Mayoral and London Assembly elections^ 
saw an increase of nearly 1 0 per cent in 
turnout across Hackney, Islington, and Waltham Forest, which 
make up the North East constituency. This represents nearly 
44 per cent of the electorate, meaning 50,000 more people 
went to the polls compared to 2004.

G REEN sweeping 
machines have hit 
the streets in 
Hackney’s town 
centres to ensure the 
pavements are kept even 
cleaner. 

They will allow the 
borough’s street sweepers 
to cover more ground, 
more quickly, ensuring 
litter levels are kept low. 

The machines, which 
can sweep up general 
rubbish as well as cigarette 
ends and glass, are being 
used in Shoreditch, 
Hackney Central, Dalston, 
Stoke Newington and 
Stamford Hill. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“We’ve listened to our 
residents and have done a 
lot of work to improve the 
cleanliness of Hackney’s 
town centre streets. 


“The green sweeping 
machines are a valuable 
addition to the 
service as the 
Council strives to 
make Hackney 
a cleaner, 
greener 
place.” 

The Council 
is also in the 
process of 
renewing the 
existing street 
cleansing fleet to 
improve street 
cleansing efficiency 
overall. 

To keep the streets 
clean, 172 operatives are 
employed in street 
cleansing daily Monday to 
Friday, and an average of 
125 workers keep things 
neat at weekends. 

This includes 15 mobile 
crews and 88 beat 
sweepers, including 1 1 
town centre beats. All 
streets are swept at least 
twice a week and main 
roads are cleaned once or 
twice a day.

H ACKNEY’S Mayor 
Jules Pipe and 
Borough Police 
Commander, 

Chief Superintendent Steve 
Dann, have given evidence to 
an inquiry into violent 
youth crime. 

The Street Weapons 
Commission has been set up 
by Channel 4 and is chaired 
by Cherie 


Booth QC. It is conducting a 
nationwide study, visiting 
major cities to look at action 
being taken by the police, 
councils and voluntary 
groups to tackle youth 
violence. 

The Commission will look 
at what works and make 
recommendations to the 
Government on national 
policies. 

Mayor Pipe said: “I 
welcome this inquiry, and it 
was good to have the 
opportunity to share with 
the Commissioners 
Hackney’s success in cutting 
crime and

The Mayor and 
Commander Dann told the 
Commission about the 
significant drop in crime in 
Hackney, including a 40 per 
cent fall in street robbery 
since 2004.

works with the Council’s 
Mobile Intervention Team to 
target young people at risk 
of getting involved in crime. 
The project has led to a 15 
per cent drop in serious 
youth violence in six 
months. 

The Commission is made 
up of experts in the field of 
youth work and criminal 
justice, as well as people 
whose lives have been 
affected by violent crime, 
including Ian Levy, father of 
murdered Hackney teenager 
Robert Levy.

“We thank the committee for 
their appreciation of the 
community issues at stake and 
understand that there were many 
factors that needed to be 
considered.

As the son of an RAF 
man, Ian lived in a 
different place every year 
until the age of 1 8, but as 
an adult he chose to put 
down roots in Hackney. He 
still lives in Stoke 
Newington, with his partner 
and two sons, aged 15 and 
1 8 - both educated at 
Hackney schools - and has 
huge faith in the borough’s 
capacity to grow and 
develop without losing its 
character. “As a resident, I’ve 
seen a significant 
improvement in services. 

The Council has just put half 
a dozen trees in our street. It 
feels like a present to the 
community,” he said.

Ian said: “Our street is 
typical of much of what’s 
attractive about Hackney - a 
mixed community with 
private and social housing 
and families from all over 
the world.

The College educates 10,000 
students a year, more than 
half of whom are Hackney 
residents. 

One of Ian’s priorities as 
new Principal was to raise 
the level of exam success, 
and he is proud of last year’s 
students who worked hard 
to achieve an impressive set 
of results. “School leavers 
now want to come and 
study here, en-route to the 
university or job of their 
dreams,” he said. 

He is also pleased with 
how the college breaks 
down barriers for adults: 
“Our biggest group of 
students - 2,000 in total - 
are studying English for 
Speakers of Other 
Languages (ESOL) prior to 
vocational study and work. 

“I see the College as a 
bridge between Hackney 
and the great opportunities 
of the London job-market,” 
he added. “For every extra 
level of qualification you 


achieve, you reduce your 
chance of unemployment by 
half.” 

Regular visits to Beijing to 
develop links between the 
UK and China have made 
Ian especially aware of the 
legacy potential of the 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games for Hackney. 
“Tourism and the media will 
be a permanent feature of 
Hackney in the future,” he 
said. 

“We have to invest in 
education and training now, 
to develop the skills that will 
be needed, not just for the 
Games but afterwards.”

Should our teens fear crime in London? 


A SURVEY of young people by 
Ipsos MORI showed violent crime 
is the top fear for 37 per cent of 
young Londoners. 

Global warming is the next biggest 
worry for 33 per cent; unemployment 
for 30 per cent; drug use for 24 per 
cent; debt and racial tension for 22 
percent; and 1 2 per cent most fear 
obesity. 

The fear of crime however, seems out 
of sync with the reality of Met Police 
figures for Hackney which show that, 
in the 12 months to March 
2008, there were 1,081 
fewer crimes overall in the 
borough than the previous 
year, while rape homicide, ■ ■ 
robbery, motor, 
domestic and 
homophobic crime 
were all down.

CRIME seems to be getting petty and 
that’s what is making me worry 
more; something so small could wind 
up in the loss of a life if you end up 
getting stabbed over it. 

I have seen it affect many people 
around me and it is one of my top 
fears. Unemployment or being 
homeless is a rising fear for me 
also; I still see homeless 
people. 

Global warming isn’t a very 
big fear for me, although it 
should be because it’s 
affecting the whole planet, 
including myself. 

Even though I don’t really see 
it being emphasised in the 
media it is still an important

LOOKING at the events of the past 
year, with 26 teenagers dying 
violently in the capital, it is not 
surprising young Londeners are 
afraid of violent crime. But should 
this be such a genuine concern? 
Crime has been overplayed in the 
national media, with Hackney gaining 
an undeserved reputation for youth 
violence, despite the fact crime often 
involves adults and drugs or guns. 
More over, most of the incidents in 


the past year did not occur in 
Hackney. Media coverage of violent 
crime in London has struck fear into 
many young people, partly because 
many of the perpetrators are also 
teenagers. Perhaps it is this which 
frightens youngsters - one of their 
friends or themselves could be a 
victim or culprit. 

There have been many suggestions 
as to why such crimes happen and 
many suggest some sort of ‘gang 
warfare’ is to blame. Others cast 
blame on poor parenting. 

In my opinion Londoners of all 
ages should be far more 
concerned with the causes of this 
violence and engage with young 
people, rather than crossing to 
the other side of the street in 
fear of attack and ignoring the 
problem.

In 2002 Janette, a qualified football 
coach, decided to offer her patients the 
social and health benefits of football. 
The Positive Mental Attitude League 
now has 1 4 teams at six mental health 
trusts across London and is affiliated to 
the FA. 

Hackney FC has eight players who 
suffer from schizophrenia, three from 
bipolar disorder and two from 
psychosis. Several suffer from 
depression and two have been 
sectioned under the Mental Health Act. 
The players train for two hours a week, 
and also fill in pre- and post-season 
questionnaires so that Janette can 
keep track of how they have 
benefited.She feels that socialising is 
the key to helping her patients become 
a part of the community. Most of her 
players have been able to cut down 
their medication, as well as tobacco 
and illicit drugs, find work or college 
courses, lose weight and eat more 
healthily. They have also reported a 
better social and family life.

HACKNEY has taken part in a 
groundbreaking review of 
proposals that could change the 
face of healthcare. 

Plans for ‘polyclinics’ were 
among the issues discussed in 
detail by a committee of 
councillors from 35 local 
authorities across London and 
the South East. 

It is the first time that a Joint 
Overview and Scrutiny 
Committee (JOSC) has operated 
on such a large scale. Cllr 
Jonathan McShane, Chair of the 
Health in Hackney Scrutiny 
Commission, represented the 
borough. 

The committee was set up to 
respond to proposals for 
healthcare outlined by Health 
Minister Lord Darzi, which 
could include the transfer of 


some hospital services into local 
communities. 

The proposals could also lead 
to more patients having to travel 
to a select number of specialist 
hospitals for more complex 
treatments. 

Cllr McShane said: “Lord 
Darzi’s vision has much to 
commend it, but there are many 
areas that still need much 
further work before they can 
become a reality. 

“Professionals working in the 
NHS and people using our 
health services must be involved 
in the planning of necessary 
changes.”

The long 
good

E VERY Saturday 
crowds of people 
flock to Broadway 
Market to buy food 
and clothing from stall 
holders, visit shops and 
restaurants, or simply soak 
up the atmosphere. 

When the shopping all 
gets too much, the grassy 


delights of London Fields, 
or a stroll along Regents 
Canal, are just a stone’s 
throw away from either 
end of the market. 

Nearly 100 years ago, a 
newsagent and tobacconist 
known only as D J 
Kingston decided to 
celebrate the area with a 
series of postcards. Among 
the subjects depicted is 
bustling Broadway - as it 


was then known - 
photographed from both 
the north and south sides, 
alive with shoppers. 

In contrast, another 
image captures two 
gentlemen quietly enjoying 
a spot of sunshine at the 
edge of London Fields. 

D J Kingston moved into 
the shop at 85 Broadway, 
on the corner with 
Lansdowne Road, in late 
1911. Little is known about 
Kingston, apart from his or 
her scheme to make a bob 
or two from local scenes. 

Since 1900, the shop - 
which appears in one of 
Kingston’s postcards, 
opposite the Cat and 
Mutton pub - had been 
occupied by at least three 
different businesses, all of 
which were newsagents. 

By 1917 Kingston was 
gone, and a Mrs Ellen 
Peneycad was running the 
newsagent at number 85. 
There is no further record 
of its former owner, save 
half a dozen postcards, 
which are now held at the 
Hackney Archives.

Ingredients 

•4 fresh scallops 
•4 slices streaky bacon 
•2 cocktail sticks 

•5 medium button mushrooms, diced 

• 5 tablespoons dry white wine 

• 2oz butter 
•Salt & pepper 

• Cider vinegar, reduced to a syrup 

• 1 small bunch of baby spinach or watercress 
or salad leaves of your choice (dressed with 
lemon juice & olive oil) 


Method 

• Wrap scallops in the bacon & secure in pairs 
with a cocktail sticks 

• Season with salt & pepper and seal 
scallops and bacon in a hot, oiled pan 

• Add mushrooms to pan and cook with 
scallops, which should be medium rare.

The consultant Social Worker talks to 
Hackney Today about the new children’s 
social work model and the Social Worker post 



What’s different about 
social work with children 
in Hackney? 

There is a completely new 
model for social work in 
Hackney. Rather than the 
traditional social work team 
led by team managers, we 
are devolved into smaller 
units of a social worker, a 
children’s practitioner, a 
family therapist and a unit 
co-ordinator, led by a 
consultant social worker. 

It’s pretty different because 
for the first time we have 
joint responsibility for cases 
and work together with 
children and families. 


There is a real sense of 
shared responsibility, so it’s 
a lot less lonely, and we 
also have the advantage of 
different perspectives right 
at our fingertips. 

Every week the unit meets 
to talk about every child we 
work with. This gives us the 
opportunity to bring a 
therapeutic approach, and a 
chance to consider how 
things are going for children 
and families. 

Why is this a great 
position and who would be 
the ideal candidate? 

I think social workers in the 


past have felt a bit de- 
skilled and that they have 
limited influence over 
decisions. 

The great thing about this 
new structure is that it 
devolves some of that 
responsibility back to social 
workers. 

Social work is a complex 
task and the social worker 
will play an important role 
in the unit, we need people 
with a range of intellectual 
abilities and emotional 
resilience. In short, we are 
looking for highly 
professional, qualified 
social workers.
